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FORT  MASSAC. 


In  Illinois,  near  the  old  city  of  Metropolis,  exists  one  of 
the  most  ancient  and  interesting  historical  monuments  on 
this  continent.  Around  old  Fort  Massac  cluster  historic 
memories  heroic  as  those  which  enrich  any  page  of  our  west- 
ern annals. 

Fort  Massac  was  built  by  the  French  government  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  century.  During  the  short 
period  that  Spain  was  in  possesion  of  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tory, Fort  Massac  was  occupied  by  Spanish  soldiers.  In 
1765  it  was  surrendered  to  the  English.  To  the  Sons  and 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  this  spot  at  once 
becomes  of  more  than  ordinary  interest.  Here,  in  1778, 
Gen.  George  Rogers  Clark'  and  his  band  of  164  followers 
rested  on  their  way  to  the  capture  of  Kuskaskia.  Through 
an  act  of  the  legislature,  the  beautiful,  historic  place  has  be- 
come the  property  of  the  state.  It  was  fitting  that  the  Daugh- 
ters of  the  American  Revolution  of  Illinois  should  take  an  ac- 
tive interest  in  building  this  monument,  which  is  now  com- 
pleted, and  will  be  dedicated  on  November  5.  It  stands  on  a 
high  bluff  of  the  Ohio  river,  looking  across  the  river  to  the 
Kentucky  shore,  and  up  and  down  the  river  for  many  miles. 
Near  the  top  of  the  monument,  on  each  of  the  four  sides, 
is  the  insignia,  or  shield,  of  each  of  the  powers  to  whom  this 
section  has  owed  allegiance.  Near  the  base  of  the  monument 
there  is  a  fine  bronze  tablet,  on  which  there  is  in  relief  the 
head  of  George  Rogers  Clark.  The  tablet  bears  the  follow- 
ing inscription: 

IN  MEMORY  OF  GEORGE   ROGERS   CLARK, 
and  his  faithful  companions  in  arms, 
who,  by  their  enterprise,  courage, 
devotion  and  sagacity,   won  the  ' 

Illinois  Country  for  the  Common- 
wealth of  Virginia,  and  .so  for 
The  American   Union,   this  monument 
has  been  erected  in  the  name 
of  a  grateful  people  by  the 
Illinois  Chapters  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American   Revolution. 
1907 
Thus   it  stands   to-day   an   object  lesson    to   coming   gen- 
erations   of    Illinolsans,     to    remind    them    of    what    George 
Rogers  Clark  did  for  the  nation,  for  Virginia,  for  Kentucky, 
for  Illinois,   Indiana,  and  the  wholo  Northu-ost.
